Collections in the Fourth 
Victory Loan totalled $41,000 
at the end of Wednesday can¬ 
vass. In order to reach the 
$125,000 quota there remains 
still $74,000 to be collected. It 
will be the endeavor of every 
canvasser to get that $74,000 
and with the aid of evgry wage 
earner the feat can be accom¬ 
plished. 

A number of local citizens 
who can actually afford to buy 
bonds and some who can pur¬ 
chase in greater amounts than 
they are doing seriously 
threaten Coleman’s chances 
of reaching the $125,000 quota. 

No matter where a canvas¬ 
ser goes he is confronted with 
the argument of heavy income 
tax deductions. As if that 
was not enough others com¬ 
plain of rationing in butter, 
sugar, beer and the forthcom¬ 
ing meat rationing. Granted 
tax deductions are heavy and 
in the case of a single man 
they are very heavy, but what 
almost all overlook is the fact 
that part of those deductions 
are compulsory savings and 
will some day be returned to 
them. In the near future the 
Federal government will issue 
receipt's showing tax paid and 
money saved by each wage 
earner from deductions. 

.It is disheartening to a can¬ 
vasser to solicit a person know¬ 
ing full well that the latter 
could buy if he wished but 
hears various alibis about de¬ 
ductions, rationing, being on 
company shift and a host of 
other excuses when he could 
buy several hundred dollars 
and in some cases several 
thousands if he cared to. 

Those people really do not 
know that there is a war on. 
They refuse to sit down and 
think for themselves of the 
urgent need of money with 
which to equip the boys who 
fight for freedom for all. ‘ All 
they can see is that if they buy 
bonds that loose money which 
they may have under the mat¬ 
tress or in the bank is gone 
and all they have in its stead 
is a piece of paper. The fact 
that the value of that piece of 
paper is backed by all the re¬ 
sources of the Dominion means 
nothing to them. 

They, being miles from the 
theatres of war, can’t visulize 
bombs dropping from the 
skies murdering and maining 
little children for life. It is 
doubtful if some get a daily 
paper to keep in contact with 
the war’s progress. 

Can’t they realize that the 
war is responsible for them 
getting steady work and half 
decent pay cheques? 

The messages of our leaders 
are not reaching these people

Wartime Adjustments 

TO THE AVERAGE CIVILIAN in Canada, it often appears that life 
under wartime conditions is becoming increasingly complex. The farmer 
faces many problems arising from the shortage of labour, scarcity of new 
equipment, and marketing difficulties. In most urban centres there exist 
acute housing shortages, congestion of public transportation systems, and 
numerous other inconveniences. Civilians find that troop trains, and ship¬ 
ments of war materials hold priorities on cur railroads, and rationing and 
the income tax might also be added to this list of inconveniences. Canadians 
at home bear all this cheerfully, as their part in the winning of the war, 
but it would be well for us to consider occasionally the effort that many of 
our business institutions are making, to simplify some of these wartime 
complexities. It is well known that the railways are doing magnificent work 
in giving full support to the war effort, and at the same time curtailing 
their regular service as little as possible. In the same way, the Canadian 
banks are doing much to assist in solving the problems of wartime restric¬ 
tions in business. 

In this connection it is interesting to consider the 
Dealers Helped newly organized service cf the banks in collecting 
Rv Maui Cuctom and cbeckin & ration coupons. On March 1, of this 
Dy new aySTem year a gyg t em of “ration banking” was inaugur¬ 
ated which will mean a great saving in time and labour to dealers in 
rationed goods, and to large institutions who handle quantities of ration 
cards. Since the new system dees not affect the consumer in any way, the 
details of the plan will not be of great general interest. Consumers will I 
continue to give their coupons to their retailers when purchasing rationed 
goods. However, dealers whose monthly gross sales of rationed goods ex¬ 
ceed $5,000, and others who handle large numbers of coupons, may now| 
open "ration accounts” at their banks. In these accounts they may deposit 
the coupons they take in, and receive for them, vouchers which will be 
negotiable for renewing their supplies of rationed foods.

Crown Is Liable I 

For Accidents Caused By Negligence 
Of ‘Army Car Drivers 1 

Defence Minister Ralston tabled 
two orders-in-council in the House of i 
Commons which make the legal posi- j 
tion of members of the armed forces 
riding in cars as passengers or driv¬ 
ing cars in pursuit of their duties the 
same as that of civilians. 

One provides that a civilian in¬ 
jured by the negligence of a member 
of the forces acting in the course of 
the latter’s duty may recover dam-. 
ages from the crown if the finding 
of negligence is made before June 13, 
1943. 

The order recalls the recent ex-' 
chequer court judgment which heldj 
that members of the forces driving j 
vehicles are not "officers or servants] 
of the crown” within the meaning of I 
section 19 of the Exchequer Court | 
Act which would make the crown 
liable for damages resulting from 
their negligence. 

The other order does away with 
the government’s right to claim com- j 
pensation for the death or injury of 
a member of the forces riding as a ' 
passenger in an automobile against 
the owner or driver. 


READING ENGLISH BOOKS

The board estimated Germany had j 
plundered $36,000,000,000 by the end j 
of 1941 and the rate since is accler- j 
ating into “tens of billions of dollars ] 
per year.” It added: “Not only has 
wealth, accumulated over centuries, j 
been carried back to Germany, but 
the industries, natural resources, and 
labor power of the occupied countries j 
are under absolute German domina- ] 
tion.” 

1 Its reports, the beard said, show, 
that armaments and other military j 
equipment have been taken from all 
the vanquished armies of Europe. 

“Thousands of machines have been 
dismounted and moved to Germany, 
with laboratory and scientific equip¬ 
ment from the greatest institutes in 
Europe,” the board reported.
